Members of the House Armed 
Services Committee made this 
plain today in commenting on 
President Truman's ouster of 
Adm. Denfeld yesterday. Most of 
the committee members were 
highly critical. Other Congressmen, 
however, said there was nothing 
else the President could have done 
under the circumstances. 

Adm, Denfeld was marked as a 
casualty of the bitter unification 
row after his testimony before 
the committee last week. At that 
time he accused a “landlocked” 
high command of stripping the 
Navy of its sea and afr power to 
the detriment of national secur- 


ity. 

. Denial on “Reprisal.” 

Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson denied that Adm. Denfeld 
was ousted as “reprisal” for his 
eriticism of defense policies. He 
implied that Denfeld lacked quali- 
fications for the post. In a letter 
to Representative Bates (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, one of several 
Congress members who had voiced 
protests against “reprisals” for 
testimony in the congressional in- 
vestigation, Johnson agreed that 
he had promised there would be 
no reprisals. But he said that did 
not mean the defense establish- 
ment could not make changes 
when it thought them necessary 
to get the best men in top jobs. 

“Such changes will occur con- 
tinuously,” he said, “whenever any 
individuals show themselves to 
lack the qualifications for jobs to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (UP)— 
In an emotion-choked voice, Adm. 
Louis E. Denfeld assured 250 en- 
listed men and Waves today that 
“no service or no individual” will 
stop the Navy. 

The ousted chief of naval opera- 
tions said the Navy “has its ups 
and downs, but it always comes 
out on top.” 

He advised a delegation of en- 
listed personnel—the second to 
voluntarily pay tribute to him 
since his dismissal was announced 
yesterday — that the best thing 
they could do was to go back to 
their jobs and work to put the 
Navy back on top. 

Denfeld said it was “perfectly 
all right if they want me out,” 
but he pledged a continued fight 
for the Navy. He noted bitterly 
that his removal was not ordered 
“until Congress went home.” 

He said the mass expressions 
of sympathy and loyalty by the 
enlisted personnel were “the most 
wonderful things that have hap- 
pened to me in all my years in 
the Navy.” 

“The title of which I am most 
proud is ‘a sailor’s admiral,’” he 
said, 

The delegation erdwded into 
Denfeld’s Pentagon office shortly 
after he arrived at about 9 a.m. 
An even larger group gathered 
outside his home on the Naval 
Observatory grounds last night. 

An aide said Denfeld considered 
himself still chief of naval opera- 
tions until he is formally relieved 
by order of Secretary of the Navy 
Francis P. Matthews. ; 

More than 1500 telegrams— 
mostly from the Midwest—already 
have arrived for the Admiral. De- 
livery was just starting to Den- 
feld’s office this morning. 

Feel “Very Much. Involved.” 

Two chief petty officers acted as 
spokesmen for this morning’s 
delegation. One of them said that 
they felt “very much involved” in 
Denfeld’s ouster and wanted to 
show him that they realized the 
sacrifice he was making in his 
fight for the Navy. 

Some of the Waves cried openly, 
and the eyes of some of the gobs 
clouded with tears. 

Denfeld said he did not find 
it hard to make his strong.state- 
ment against unification policies 
and for the Navy in his recent tes- 
timony to Congress. He implied 
that he could not do otherwise as 
a loyal Navy officer. 

A big crowd of sailors and ma- 
rines, with a sprinkling of sol- 
diers, showed up last night at 
Denfeld’s home. They set up a 
ery of “Hurrah for Uncle Louie” 
and “Denfeld for President,” until 
the Admiral came out on the front 
porch to talk to them. . 

When the cheering died down, 
he thanked the men for their 
demonstration of support. 

Denfela and his wife invited the 
crowd in, Mrs. Denfeld saying: 
“This is the finest thing that has 
happened.” 

Denfeld told them: 

“For 30 odd years ond yer 
sticking my guns a ey 
want to "hick me out, I’m still 
sticking by my guns. 

“The Navy is bigger than any- 
thing else or any individual. The 
Navy will carry on, and I will do 
my part to help the Navy and 
the country. 

“IT will step down if by doing 
so I can help them both.” 

A few hours before, the Admiral 
was in his office at the Pentagon, 
conferring with two aids, when 
the telephone rang. Another of- 
ficer told him he had just read on 
a association news ticker 
that President Truman had fired 
Denfeld as chief of naval opera- 
tions.

RESERVE BOARD 
SAYS STRIKES CUT

114% Pet. Drop From 
September Level Pre- 
dicted—Truman Stand 
Expected to Spur Ef- 
forts for Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board esti- 
mated today that the impact of the 
steel and coal strikes will push 
down industrial production this 
month to the lowest point in three 
and one-half years. The strikes 
already have nipped in the bud a 
production upturn that started in 
August and continued in Septem- 


ber, the board said. 

An 11% per cent drop in pro- 
duction was forecast for October 
in comparison with September, 
when a rise of about 1 per cent 
had lifted output to 72 per cent 
above prewar. 

Truman Keeping Hands Off. 

The board’s report came a day 
after President Truman said the 
steel-coal situation had not 
reached the point of being an 
emergency. His decision not to 
intervene now in the disputes was 
expected to bring redoubled ef- 
forts to bring about a voluntary 
settlement. 

The September rise in industrial 
production was made in the face 
of the 37-day coal strike that 
started just after the middle of 
that month, The steel strike began 
Oct. 1, and its effects are spread- 
ing over.the economy with rising 
force. 

The board estimated that Octo- 
ber production “largely as a re- 
sult of the steel strike,” will go 
down to 52 per cent above prewar. 

That would tie the postwar low 
reached when the switchover from 
war to peacetime production 
brought a momentary check in 
industrial activity. 

The October production level 
forecast by the Reserve Board 
would mean a 22 per cent dip 
from the record peak achieved in 
October and November of last 
year, ° 
Truman’s Position. 

The President said at his press 
conference yesterday that a na- 
tional emergency due to strikes 
still wag a long way off. 

There must be such an emer- 
gency before strike-halting court 
injunctions can be sought under 
the Taft-Hartley labor law. 

Truman said it was up to him, 
the President, to find that a na- 
tional emergency exists before the 
Taft-Hartley law can be invoked. 
He did say, though, that Congress 
could meet and declare an emer- 
gency. 

Truman said he will not nesi- 
tate to apply the Taft-Hartley act 
when he becomes convinced an 
emergency has arrived. But he 
said that was a long way off. 

The CIO Textile Workers Union 
Plans to donate $250,000 out of the 
union’s treasury to help in the 
steel strike. Another $250,000 will 
be riased by the union by “pass- 
ing the hat” among locals in tex- 
tile mills through the country, ac- 
cording to the plans. 

Earlier in the week, Walter 
Reuther’s United Auto Workers 
announced it was contributing 
$100,000 to the developing CIO 
war chest to help finance Mur- 


ray's fight. 
Tait Agrees With Stand. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, one 
of the law authors, said last 
night ‘in Ohio that he too believes 
the time has yet to come for using 
Taft-Hartley emergency powers. 

“I quite with the labor 
position that the injunctive proc- 
ess should never be used except in 
great emergency,” Taft said. 

Others thought the President 
should act now before effects of 
the two strikes get worse. Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska, G.O.P. floor 
leader in the Senate, said if Tru- 
man doesn’t realize there ig a na- 
tional emergency now “he is about 
the only person in the country 
who doesn’t.” 

A Cabinet officer earlier in the 
week had quoted the President as 
saying a weekend deadline had 
been set for action in the strikes. 
Truman told reporters that he 
didn’t know a Cabinet member had 
done that. Anyhow, he said, Presi- 
dential Press Secretary Charles 
G. Ross had covered the situation 
by stating such reports were 
“entirely without warrant.”

CZECH CROWD BOOS 
RED DENUNCIATION 
OF BING CROSBY 


PRAGUE, Oct. 28 (AP)—Czecho- 
slovakia’s cold war on American 
hot jazz ran into a home front de- 
fense of Bing Crosby last night. 

Ardent Czech Communist youths 


have been campaigning against 
jazz and jitterbugging, which they 
say are examples of decadent west- 
ern culture. 

Last night at a Prague concert 
of Crosby records, an announcer 
called Crosby a “greedy American 
money-seeker who sacrifices his 
art for gold.” The crowd—which 
had stood in line for an hour to 
pack the 200-seat theater to over- 
flowing—replied with a storm of 
angry shouts and whistles. 

“And, politically,” the announcer 
continued, “this Crosby stands for 
nothing that could be identified 
with the principles of Jefferson or 
Lincoln.” From the audience came 
more boos and cries of “pfui.” 

“Frank Sinatra is much better 
but they (the Americans) wouldn’t 
give him a chance,” the com- 
mentator said. The audience ig- 
nored that one. 

The program had been adver- 
tised as an all-Crosby evening. But 
the final number, “Irish Lullaby,” 
turned out to be a recording by a 
Czech singer. That provoked a 
last noisy outburst of protest from 
the crowd.

Constellation En Route to 
New York From Paris 
Last Heard From 5 
Minutes Before Sched- 
uled Landing. 


PARIS, Oct. 28 (AP)—A Paris- 
to-New York Constellation carry- 
ing 48 persons crashed in flames 
against a mountain peak in the 
Azores today. Air France said all 
aboard were killed, including 
French Boxer Marcel Cerdan and 
11 Americans, 

The plane apparently strayed 
from its course in bad weather 
and poor visibility and hit 3500- 
foot Algarvia peak in the north- 
west section of the Sao Miguel 
island. It was five minutes away 


from a landing at Santa Maria in 
the Azores when its last message 
was heard. Eight hours later the 
wreckage was sighted. . 

The crash in the Azores was the 
second major air accident of the 
day. In London, four Americans 
and two Britons were killed when 
a twin-engine amphibian plane 
crashed and burned taking off 
from a London airport.

Some Labor opinion has shared 
the opposition view that Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee took only 
half measures when he ordered an 
8 per cent cut in the nation’s 
spending plans.

EAR MR. PRESIDENT: 


When I became Secretary of the Navy on May 25 of this year, 


I did so realizing that because

You will remembér that in our

proposed amendments to the 
law which you had submitted to 
Congress. Furthermore, I pledged 
my best efforts as Secretary to as- 
sist the Navy to function in the 
utmost good faith as a full mem 
ber in the unified defense team. 

You carefully pointed out how 
essential it would be to have the 
proper military personnel in key 
positions, up to and including 
chief of naval operations, in or- 
der to attain that much desired 
result. 


You also stated that you would 
co-operate that, as Secretary, I 
might be supported at all times 
by individuals of my own selec- 
tion in positions of every import- 
ant subordinate capacity. 


Very soon after I assumed of- 
fice, it became evident to me 
that there was definite resist- 
ance on the part of some naval 
officers to accepting unification 
of the armed services, notwith- 
standing the fact that it was es- 
tablished by law. That condition 
was reflected by public and 
private statements from various 
sources and by other methods.

One of the first duties to con- 
front me as Secretary was the 
selection of an appointee to suc- 
ceed Adm.

Miss Truman Rehearses for Her

Says Helen Traubel, Who Will Be Present to 
Hear Her, Is Her Ideal — No Thought 


‘at Present.’ 


Miss Margaret ‘Truman, the 
President's daughter, rehearsed 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra today in preparation for 
her first professional appearance 
here. She will be the soloist in 
concerts tomorrow at 8:30 p.m. and 
Sunday at 3:30 p.m. in Kiel Audi- 
torium Opera House. 

The 25-year-old soprano has no 
illusions ahout the effect of the 
White House on her career. “Be- 
the President's daughter 
ngs an audience I might not 
get otherwise,” she candidly said 
yesterday, “but on the other hand 
people look for more than they 
might expect from someone else. 
It’s a handicap as well as a help.” 
Far more attractive in person 
than in her photographs, Miss Tru- 
man combined charm and poise in 
answering questions at a press 
conference in her suite at the 
Park Plaza Hotel shortly after her 
arrival yesterday from Raleigh, 
N.C. She was smartly dressed in | 
a cinnamon suit, a beige blouse 
and a small, close-fitting hat with 
pheasant feathers. 

She wore a double strand of 
pearls, a bright ballet-dancer lapel 
pin and matching alligator bag 
and shoes. But in contrast to the 
stylish figure she presented at the 
press conference, she was strictly 
business in her attire at today’s 
rehearsal, wearing a black day- 
time dress with small velvet collar 
and narrow belt, a black velvet 
cloche and pumps. 

As Secret Service men hovered 
in the offing, Miss Truman strode 
briskly through the stage door at 
the Auditorium and shook hands 
with Conductor Vladimir Golsch- 
mann back stage. Members of the 
orchestra applauded as she took 
her place beside the podium, 
Golschmann relaxed his rule 
against spectators at rehearsal so 
that photographers might make 
one picture of the soloist going 
over the score with him. Then 
the hall was cleared and Miss 
Truman went to work. 

No Thought of Marriage. 
Asked yesterday if she considers 
it possible to combine marriage 
and singing, she laughed heartily 
as she replied, “I don’t know, I 
never tried it.” She has no thought 
of marriage “at present” and ex- 
pects to continue he studies “for 
the next seven, 10 or 15 years“ 
as long as she sings. 

She hopes to achieve an operatic 
career, and if given a chance in 
opera now would sing Gilda in 


“Rigoletto” or the title role in 
“Lucia Di Lammermoor,” the roles 
she has studied to date. Asked for 
her ideal as a singer, she promptly 
answered, “A lady who comes from 
here—Helen Traubel.” Miss Trau- 
bel, it was learned later, is coming 
to St. Louis to hear her friend 
sing. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst said 
today he plans to attend his first 
symphony concert in six years to 
hear Miss Truman sing. He said 
he probably will attend the Sun- 
day afternoon performance. 


Unlike her father, Miss Truman 
has no taste for early rising. She 
gets up about 9:30 in the morning, 
practices from 11 to 1, and if it’s 
a nice day goes for a walk after 
lunch. “I don’t like it,” she grin- 
ned, “but I should go for a walk. 
I loathe all forms of exercise ex- 
cept singing. Singing is good exer- 
cise, too, you know.” 


On the day she sings, however, 
she does not go out at all. Before 
a performance she has an early 
dinner—“a steak and a baked po- 
tato”—but is restricted to no spe- 
cial diet. On the campaign tour 
with her father last year she lost 
about 20 pounds, she said, adding, 
But even on my own cooking it 
didn’t take long to get it back.” 


Doesn’t Like to Cook. 


An emphatic “No” was the an- 
swer to the question whether she 
liked to cook. 

Asked if she was interested in 
politics, Miss Truman replied, 
“Yes, but not enough to go into it.” 

Allocation of her time between 
singing and social activities pre- 
sents no problem, she said, be- 
cause there are no social activities 
when she is on tour. She plans to

COST OF LIVING 
DROPS 3.5 PER CENT 
FROM YEAR AGO 


Cost of living in St. Louis in the 
three months ending last Sept. 15 
was five-tenths of 1 per cent less 
than in the preceding three months 
and 3.5 per cent below the level 
of a year ago, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the Department of 
Labor reported today. 

All major.commodity groups 
were down in price except rent, 
fuel, electricity and refrigeration, 
which showed moderate advances. 
The consumers’ price index in mid- 
September was 168.9, based on an 
index figure of 100 for 1935-39. 


For the three-month period end- 
ing Sept. 15, St. Louis family food 
costs went down six-tenths of 1 
per cent, but in the month ending 
Sept. 15 food prices edged up a 
half of 1 per cent. Clothing costs 
continued a downward trend, drop- 
ping 2.7 per cent in the three- 
month period; house furnishings 
were down seven-tenths of 1 per 
cent and cigarettes, gasoline and 
laundry and toilet soaps dropped 
six-tenths of 1 per cent. 

The national cost-of-living index 
increased one half of 1 per cent 
between Aug. 15 and Sept. 15. It 
was the largest monthly increase 
in a year and the second monthly 
rise this year. The rise to 169.6 
per cent of the 1935-39 average 
was 3 per cent below the record 
peak of September 1948, 27 per 
cent higher than June 1946 and 72 


per cent above August 1939.

The strike will “not materially 
affect” plans to introduce the 1950 
Ford and Mercury “but Lincoln 
will be deferred,” the magazine 
said, 

The magazine added that Chrys-} 
ler Corp. is “attempting to com- 
plete its 1949 model run before 
being forced to close for lack of 
steel. At any rate, introduction 
date of new models very likely 
will be delayed. 

“Hudson also is considering de- 
laying introduction date of new 
models.” 

Nash, Studebaker and Packard 
already have introduced 1980 
models. And, said the magazine, 
“Kaiser-Frazer is not expected to 
make a model change goon.” 

The magazine concluded: 

“Automobile production will 
grind to a halt soon if steel pro- 
duction is not resumed in another 
three weeks. Past experience has 
shown that it takes about twice as 


long to recover from a steel strike 


as the duration of the stoppage.”

In the past, spearing of rough 
fish has been permitted only in 
Missouri’s southeastern rivers, 
such as the St. Francis, Current 
and Black. The 1949 season al- 
ready has closed on those streams. 

The ‘gigging controversy has 
embroiled Missouri's fish and 
game agency for many years. 
Fishermen said the giggers scared 


the anglers’ game. Even the gig- 
gers couldn't come to an agree- 
ment as to what period of the 
year they wanted to practice their 
art.

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Germany's Future: East or West?

FRANKFURT, Germany. 


OP leaders of western Germany’s trade unions, in the opinion 
of foreign trade union observers, are doing yeoman service in 
the job of trying to bring democracy to Germany, both by work- 
ing to instill the habits and techniques of democracy in their own 
ranks in order to construct a strong organization, and also by trying 


to make sure that Germany's rulers do not ride roughshod over its 4 


common men. 


While trying to keep an eye 
on the progress of such matters 
of national concern as civil serv- 


ice, housing and prices, however, 
the union leadership has 
forced to concentrate most of its 
attention on building what never 
existed in Germany or rebuilding 
what Hitler destroyed when he 
abolished unions and forced work- 
ers into the Nazi German Labor 
Front. 


Leaders have had to be trained, 
an organization established, work- 
ers taught the reasons for the 
existence of unions and internal 
disputes settled, all against a back- 
ground of continuing propaganda 
demands from both eastern and 
western Communists for the “unity 
of the workers of the world,” de- 
mands which are especially ap- 
pealing here because of Germans’ 
virtually universal desire for the 
eventual re-unification of Ger- 
many. 

In the process, some observers 
think, the unions are building 
what may prove to be a future bul- 
wark of democracy. But they have 
many problems to overcome, Their 
leaders have a wide variety of 
Opinions on economic, social and 
political questions, and the unity 
of the newly-formed West German 
Trade Union Federation has yet 
to be cemented. 


Are Unions Necessary? 


Despite the fact that the unions 
have a proportionally larger mem- 
bership now than they did before 
1933, their influence among work- 
ers and the population as a whole 
is still tenuous. Only about half 
of the people of western Germany, 
a public opinion poll indicated re- 
cently, consider unions necessary. 

As for the 5,000,000 union mem- 
bers themselves, many joined he- 
cause “they got into the habit 
of belonging to the Nazi German 
Labor Front, not because of any 
conviction of the desirability or 
necesajty of unions,” a member of 
the federation’s directing secretar- 
lat said. 

The new single west German 
Trade Union Federation, an 
amalgamation of 16 autonomous 
unions in the manner of the 
American Federation of Labor 
and the Congress of Industrial 
1 is a new idea in 


those which were under strong 
religious influences, the so0- 
called Christian trade unions. 
Both groups had close ties to 
political parties. The result, in 
the opinion of leaders of both 
groups, Was a serious weakening 
of the unions’ strength. 

After the collapse of Nazism, 
consequently, a single federation 
was established, and a common 
program was drawn up, one of 
whose principal goals is the 
realization of a trade union move- 
ment completely independent from 
political parties, in order to make 
sure that its fortunes are not tied 
to those of any party. But ideo- 
logical differences were: not re- 
solved simply because the unions 
merged, and habits of political as- 
sociation are still strong, right- 
wing union leaders complain. 

The official political and eco- 
nomie program of the trade union 
federation, one of the very few 
non-governmental organizations in 
western Germany which attempts 
to influence the making of na- 
tional policy in broad fields, is 
very close to that of the Social 
Democratic Party. 

N Full Employment. 

It includes full employment, 
adoption of a large-scale housing 
program, measures to hold down 
prices, national planning in order 
to achieve the most efficient util- 
ization of production facilities and 
raw materials. equal pay for men 
and women in industry, protection 
against dismissal, social insurance 
reforms, and, most important, 
“democratization of the economy.”

One member of the directing 
secretariat of the West German 
Trade Union Federation added, 
“The co-determination right is 
just a theory which few union 
leaders have taken the trouble 
to think through. We have far too 
many theorists in our unions.” 


He agreed with occupation au- 
thorities and some management 
spokesmen who believe that the 
art of collective bargaining, of 
finding practical instead of ideo- 
logical, legal or political solutions 
to labor-management problems 
needs to be learned by both man- 
agement and labor in Germany. 


Lack Experience. 


“Most of our negotiators have 

had almost no experience, and 
don’t know how to go about ne- 
gotiating a contract,” he contin- 
ued. “They don’t know what to 
do after management has given 
its first no to union demands ex- 
cept strike.” 
There have been very few 
strikes in western Germany since 
the recent war, however. The es- 
sential Weakness of the unions, 
the lack of capable men to serve 
as subordinate leaders, a short- 
age of union funds, a desire of 
union leadership to put the econ- 
omy back on its feet, rising un- 
employment and economic pres- 
sure forcing laborers to continue 
working in order to eat, all have 
contributed to maintaining a 
somewhat uneasy industrial peace. 
In order to train subordinate 
leaders and to teach union mem- 
bers the functions of unions in a 
free economy, the West German 
Trade Union Federation has es- 
tablished a number of schools 
which give two- to six-week 
courses in various problems in 
economics, political science, union 
organization and function, and la- 
bor law. The courses are designed 
principally to solve trade union 
problems, but some instruction and 
experience in the principles and 
techniques of democracy is in- 
cluded. 

The unions also have more am- 
bitious programs under way. A 
correspondence school, open to the 
general public, has been estab- 
lished to “foster a greater partic- 
ipation by the general population 
and an understanding of reconsti- 
tution of democratic society, dem- 
ocratization of public administra- 
tion and a solution of postwar so- 
cial and economic problems.” 

School for Unionists. 

Full-year schools which offer 
university and high school level 
courses to enable union members 
to break through the social caste 
system which dominates formal 
German education have been es- 
tablished with the co-operation of 
several universities. 


Shop Steward Plan 
Complicates Problem.

Deficit Poses 
Policy Problem 


But Truman Lacks

EW persons realize, as yet, 
what a staggering deficit the 
next federal budget is likely to 
show, even after the gizzard has 
been cut out of the American de- 


„ fense program. Present forecasts

Speakers are sent to union 
meetings to tell workers that

How Reds Rule. 

One such meeting was held 
shortly before last August's elec- 
tions for the Bundestag at the 
large Opel (General Motors Corp.) 
automobile plant at Ruesselsheim, 
near Mainz, a Communist bastion. 
Fritz Tarnow, a leader of the 
West German Trade Union Fed- 
eration and one of the very few 
surviving important pre-Hitler 
trade union leaders, told workers 
there how the Communists are 
able to keep control of the eastern 
labor unions, while retaining the 
forms of a free union movement. 
The metal workers union in the 
east has a 15-man executive com- 
mittee which is elected by the 
members of the union, Tarnow 
said. After a recent election the 
top Communist in the union 
turned out to be nineteenth on the 
list when the votes had been 
counted. An executive session of 
the 15 men who had been elected 
then was held, and it was an- 
nounced that four had “resigned,” 
making room for the nineteenth 
man. Another executive session, 
lasting two minutes, followed, and 
“the nineteenth became first—the 
president of the union,” Tarnow 
said. 

He then outlined briefly the his- 
tory of the collapse of attempts 
for eastern and western co-opera- 
tion in the world after the end of 
the recent: war, developments in 
the Communist-dominated World 
Federation of Trade Unions, in 
which he was one of the western 
German delegates, and told about 
the Marshall Plan. 

An Opportunity. 

“The Marshall Plan,” he said 
“provided for the first time an op- 
portunity for the world’s workers 
to work together.. The Marshall 
Plan looked toward the unity of 
the world, instead of division into 
two. But Russia turned the plan 
down, and began building its east- 
ern bloc, including eastern Ger- 
many. 

“In the east zone, the unions 
are like those of the Third 
Reich. — are organs of the 
state, whi is management. 


They are established to see that 
the workers work more, not to 
fight need and want. Don’t vote 
for that kind of a ‘democracy.’ 
Vote for real freedom and a real 
democracy.” 


He was followed by a Social 
Democratic party member, a Ger- 
man refugee from the eastern 
zone, who described living condi- 
tions and the concentration camps 
in the east..

National Policy Problem. 


Obviously, the expectation of 
such a deficit poses a massive 
problem of national policy. Un- 
fortunately, however, the Truman 
Administration contains no eco- 
nomic high command capable of 
solving such problems. The Presi- 
dent’s economic decisions are 
made, in truth, on an eclectic sys- 
tem, with a little borrowed here 
from Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder, and a little borrowed there 
from economic counselor Leon 
Keyserling, and so on. Where the 
borrowing will be done this time, 
no one can foresee. Thus instead 
of a real national policy for deal- 
ing with the, deficit, it is only 
possible to report the existing 
conflicts of view.

Since Mr. Matthews is new at the job of 
being Secretary of the Navy, and not particu- 
larly qualified in the first place, he is hardly 
speaking for himself. Just as much of his work 
has been guided by the Admirals. this time he 
undoubtedly has been guided frem on top. 
There is good reason to believe that it is the 
White House which is acting and that the state- 
ment is essentially a part of the record. 


However this may be, it ig not enough. The 
country needs to know more than that a 
change has been made in the naval command 
to enforce discipline. It may well be that Ad- 
miral Denfeld simply could not get along with 
the Army and Air Force chiefs. It may be that 
he had to be replaced in order to produce the 
teamwork which the Unification Act and the 
national security require. 

Granting all this, it is not to be forgotten 
that the Navy has a distinguished history. In 
particular it is not to be forgotten that the 
naval air arm played a vital role in the win- 
ning of the war against Japan. However much 
Admiral Denfeld embarrassed the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff with his protests, the main point is 
that the public has been left uncertain and 
anxious about the state of defense. 

What is needed now is a careful, detailed 
statement by the President which will rise 
above the heat of controversy and personalities. 
Such a statement, or report to the nation, for 
that would be even better, could reassure the 
people that sound steps are being taken in the 
interests of their protection against a possible 
enemy who might, without warning, strike with 
the atomic bomb. 

The American people are not interested in 
having one service win over the other. They 
believe that there is a place for all—land, sea 
and air—and that if war came all would be 
used. All they want to know is that these re- 
spective facilities are being co-ordinated into 
a unified program of defense in which each is 
assigned its proper part. What these proper 
parts are, the citizen must and will leave to 
the military experts. 

A report to the people by Mr. Truman will 
by-pass Secretary of Defense Johnson, This, 
we think, is required by the facts. Mr. Johnson 
stopped work on the super-carrier. In the 
Navy’s book, that made him a partisan of the 
Air Force and Army against the Navy. He is 
already under criticism by some for having 
gone too far and by others for not having gone 
far enough. In a sense, he presided over the 
rowing and name calling. 

Only the President can clear, up the present 
confusion, which, # Bert Andrews writes in to- 
day’s Mirror of Public Opinion, has even en- 
compassed the correspondents.

—and reassurance—by the White House. 
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Two Laws on Child Molesters 


As between the two new laws on child 
molestation which have just been explained to 
the Police Department by the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office, we hope the law sponsored by the 
Children’s Protective Association will be fav- 
ored as often as possible. 

This law provides for sexual psychopaths to 
be detained in a state mental hospital. That 
is what is called for — emphasis on medical 
treatment rather than on punishment alone. 
The other law, the Napier bill, prescribes fines 
up to $500 and imprisonment up to five years, 
but no treatment at all. The offender who went 
into prison sexually deranged would come out 
still sewually deranged. There is no hope in 
that kind of program. 

In the procedure set out in the Children’s 
Protective Association bill there is hope. Not 
all offenders can be cured, but some can be. 
At the least, they will have been dealt with as 
sick people who are to be treated, not as crim- 
inals who are to be punished and released, 
still sick, to commit the same offenses anew. 
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Who Will Be Held to Account? 


Several months ago, Washington University 
offered a position in its Romance Languages de- 
partment to Dr. Glen Shortliffe, then a teacher 
at Queens University in Ontario. This man— 
whom Chancellor Compton described as “an 
excellent teacher, a promising scholar and a 
man of the finest qualifications of citizenship 
and character”—accepted. He gave up his job 
at Queens. 

Then he was denied admission into the 
United States by the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service. Now, four months later, the ex- 
clusion order has been lifted by Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath. But Washington University, of 
course, was compelled to fill the position long 
ago. 

He does not even have an explanation of why 
he was temporarily barred from the country, 
except that he was under investigation as “a 
person whose entry is deemed prejudicial to 
the public interests of the United States” He 
now has a tacit governmental OK, but he has 
also lost a job through no fault of his own. 


Will anybody be held accountable for this 
loss? We doubt it. Chancellor Compton had no 


more success than Dr. Shortliffe in obtaining 


an explanation of the investigation. At the 
time he applied for a visa last June, Dr. Short- 
Ute took an oath that he did not believe in 


the overthrow of the government by violence. 


The trouble seems to have stemmed out of 
his membership in the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation, a semi-Socialist party which 
has had considerable political success in the 


Some of the wiser heads of the G.O.P. ought 
to call Guy Gabrielson aside and tell him the 
political facts of life. 

\ Mr. Gabrielson, as G.O.R. chairman, ought to 
know these facts. But Raymond P. Brandt’s 
description of the chairman’s pep trip through 
New England indicates that he has a lot to 
learn. According to Mr. Brandt, Mr. Gabrielson 
“gave a preview of several Republican argu- 
ments that will be used in next year’s congres- 
sional election.” 

Mr. Gabrielson denounced what he called the 
“Fare Deal,” which he described as “all of 
us pay the fare—it is an extra fare train with 
subnormal service.” Of all the corny puns! 
Even Milton Berle wouldn't use this one. Fair 
deal” is a fine old American phrase. Everybody 
knows what it means and everybody admires 
what the terms in general stands for. The G.O.P. 
must be poor in wits if it is reduced to an 
attempt to give it a cheap double meaning. 

Next, Mr. Gabrielson made a local play at 
New Englanders by saying that repeal of the 
“peril point” amendment to the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements law will cause unemploy- 
ment. It will do so, he says, by admitting for- 
eign goods to our shores. 

Well, Mr. Gabrielson’s fellow-Republican, 
Paul Hoffman of the ECA, is urging the admis- 
sion of foreign goods on the ground that it will 
benefit the country as a whole. To our way 
of thinking, Paul Hoffman’s argument makes 
a lot more sense than the parochial vote-solici- 
tation of Mr. Gabrielson. 

In Connecticut, Mr. Gabrielson wants Demo- 
cratic Senator Brien McMahon defeated be- 
cause he voted for the confirmation of Leland 
Olds to the Federal Power Commission. We 
imagine Senator McMahon is delighted to be 
handed this issue by the G.O.P. chairman. For 
he can tell the people of Connecticut who de- 
feated Mr. Olds and why he was defeated. He 
was defeated by the public utilities, spear- 
headed by the natural gas crowd, because Mr. 
Olds represented the consumers of the country. 
The consumer vote. never defeated anyone yet. 

There are many great and important issues 
in the country that need careful discussion. 
There are many acts of the Truman Administra- 
tion that deserve questioning. The opposition 
should inform the people of these matters.

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Usury, Inc. 

A sordid story is pieced together in the Gov- 
ernment’s case against a usurious money-lend- 
ing trust in the South and Southwest. It is a 
story of greed, preying on poverty and igno- 
rance, and sustained by polifical intrigue. 

The victims, according to the Government, 
are poor whites, Negroes and Mexicans, who 
have been borrowing more than $100,000,000 
a year in loans of $5 to $60 and paying around 
80 per cent interest. One of the loan firms 
has made profits of nearly $1,000,000 a year. 


Against the needy and powerless borrowers 
the usurers have been able to command the 
political influence of such figures as former 
Secretary of State Byrnes and Pieree Steven- 
son, brother of a former Governor of Texas, 
the Government affirms. The Speaker of the 
Tgxas House in 1939, Emmett Morse, is ac- 
cused of having taken money from the usury 
trust to block legislation that would have pro- 
tected borrowers from extortionate rates. Loan 
companies lending at legal rates are said to 
have allocated territory to the usury trust. 

What chance have small borrowers against 
such an array of wealth, power and corruption? 


Very little indeed, short of the kind of ac- 
tion which the Justice Department is now 
prosecuting. If the Government’s charges can 
be made to stand up, we hope that in the pro- 
cess no opportunity will be spared to identify 
all those who used political influence or out- 
right corruption to protect such rapacious 
usury as is here alleged. 
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Army doctors reassure the public that any- 
one half a mile from an atomic blast will have 
a 50-50 chance of survival.

What Next? 


When the British Government announced its 
budget cuts on Monday, the logical question was 
whether the end of such economies was in sight. 
It was not. Deputy Prime Minister Morrison 
now states that the budget reductions were 
“only a first installment.” But since there must 
be an end somewhere to economies, what next? 

The Labor Government is getting criticism 
and advice from all sides. As an expression of 
Consefvative wisdom, The Economist urges a 
partial return to competitive capitalism. It 
says that the present system, which is still about 


80 per cent private enterprise, offers no spur 


to managerial efficiency. It says high profits 
are virtually guaranteed but are largely taxed 
away. It says there must be more incentives be- 
fore Britain can compete in dollar trade. 

This idea has its merits. It probably could 
be achieved without disturbing nationalization, 
social security, the health program or other 
aspects of the Socialist planning. 

The trouble is that Britain had only a limited 
amount of competitive, efficient capitalism be- 
fore the war, and has little to go back to. 
British capitalism was largely divided among 
cartels. Prices were fixed and not competitive. 
This in turn led to the very death of efficiency 
which now plagues the Labor Government. 

Undoubtedly the Labor Government is going 
to have to exercise the management it as- 
sumed, if it is to survive. In reaction to the 
new economies, the House of Commons granted 
the Government the narrowest vote of confi-

Quest of the Creative Mind 


W. d. YBATS, MAN AND POET, by A. Norman Jaf- 
fares. (Yale University Press, 365 pgs., $5.) 

This new scholarly life of the late Irish 
poet, William Butler Yeats, is of great im- 
portance because of the access Mr. Jaffares 
has had to such unpublished sources as 
Yeats’s diaries, letters, and manuscripts; 
and to the willing conversation of Yeats’s 
friends. Much of this material may some 
day become more fully available, but until 
it does, Mr. Jaffares’ book, with its gener- 
ous quotations, will be almost indispens- 
able 

The story of a creative mind trying to 
find its way is always a fascinating one. 
It is the more fascinating when that search 
is such a difficult one, when it is compli- 
cated by such personal problems of the 
poet as Yeats’s romantic love, lasting fer 
many years, for a woman who did not love 
him, but whose very existence kept him, 
until late in life, from marriage and parent- 
hood. That he should ultimately have pro- 
posed marriage unsuccessfully to his 

beloved’s 16-year-old 
daughter, before he 
finally married an- 
other person, is near- 
ly the last possible 
romantic fillip to the 
tale. 

But all that is im- 
portant only because 
of its influence on 
Yeats’s work, his 
thought, his change 
of styles. Mr. Jaf- 
fares, by ample quo 
tation, makes us 
aware of the strug- 

A. Norman Jaffares Sles and of their in- 

fluence on the poetry. 
All this is valuable. 8o is the account of 
Yeats’s political life and of his active identi- 
fication with the Irish literary renaissance; 
and of his many adventures in mysticism. 

It is only to be regretted that so great a 
poet should be discussed in so prosaic a 
style. Mr. Jaffares writes laboriously; and 
a labor of love such as this book, though it 
must inevitably be laborious, should never 
appear so. The author’s academic pen is 
relieved by his artistic one: he has deco- 
rated each chapter with some rather at- 
tractive sketches of certain dwelling-places 
of the poet. 

His scholarly work, however, has been 
well worth the doing, and will be rewarded 
by the gratitude of many admirers, and all 
serious students, of the poet’s work.

Large Air Force. 


The Swedes are proud that, 
thanks to their organizing ca- 
pacity and their technical skill, 
they have the fourth largest air 
force in the world, coming next 
after Britain and ahead of any 
other European country. The de- 
clared strength of the force is 33 
fighter squadrons, of which nine 
are equipped with jets; 12 ground- 
attack squadrons and seven recon- 
Maissance squadrons.

NEW LAW M 
EDERAL HOSPITAL A 


Bill Signed by President Also 
Extends Period for Con- 
struction Allotments. 


a 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
A new law amending the basic 
public health service law will give 
the nation more hospitals and bet- 
ter hospital service, the Federal 
Security Administration said to- 
day. 

President Truman signed the 
bill Tuesday. It doubles the amount 
of federal funds available to the 
states and liberalizes the extent of 
federal contributions. 

FSA Administrator Oscar R. 
Ewing said the legislation in- 
creases the amount of federal 
grants to the states for hospital 
construction from $75,000,000 to 
$150,000,000 a year. 

The period during which allot- 
ments can be made was extended 
from June 30, 1950, to June 30, 
1955. 

“The amendments are a sub- 
stantial step forward in the long- 
range program of hospital con- 
struction,” Ewing said. “The new 


program means that the states 
and the Federal Government, 
working together, can come closer 
to overcoming the country’s total 
deficit in hospital beds.“ 


Ewing said that on Oct. 1, 954 
hospital projects had been ap- 
proved, 400 were under construc- 
tion and 50 had been completed 
and are in operation. 


Most of them are small general 
hospitals of 50 beds or less, in 
small towns or rural areas. 


The President also signed the 
rural telephone bill. Congress al- 
ready has appropriated $25,000,000 
to get the program moving. 

The new law starts a farm tele- 
phone lending program similar to 
that of the Rural Electrification 
Administration. It will be admin- 
istered by the REA. Loans will 
be available to existing telephone 
systems and farm mutual and co- 
operative groups. 


Financing at 2 per cent for 35 
years will be available for the im- 
provement, expansion, construc- 
tion, acquisition and operation of 
telephone facilities in farm areas. 


Senator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
who, with Representative Poage 
(Dem.,, Texas, introduced the bill, 
said the program will create 70,000 
permanent jobs in private indus- 
try paying $200,000,000 a year in 
wages. 

Truman signed also legislation 

aimed to put all possible speed 
into construction projects of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. It 
exempts the AEC from general 
regulations barring a start on con- 
struction of a Government project 
until cost estimates have been 
submitted to the Bureau of the 
Budget. 
When Congress voted the ex- 
emption, both Democrats and Re- 
publicans backed it. Chairman 
McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, of 
the Senate-House Atomic Commit- 
tee estimated it would Mean a 
speed-up of two or three months 
in AEC construction.

An account of how a prisoner’s 
letter that reached the Missouri 
League for Reduction of De- 
linquency and Crime led to the 
elimination of medieval conditions 
in a Missouri county jail is con- 
tained in the 101 True Stories 


made public by the Community 
Chest in connection with its an- 
nual drive for funds. The League 
is a Chest agency. 

The letter was written by a 
young man serving a one-year 
term for vagrancy. It was smug- 
gled out and eventually reached 
the League in the Arcade Build- 
ing here. In part, it said: 

“The jailer made me against my 
will torment and keep awake a 
crazy man in the daytime so he 
would sleep at night. And the 
jailer one night turned the wom- 
en into the men’s section so they 
could Make fun of a crazy man 
and boy. I can’t put on paper all 
that took place. We all sleep on 
the steel floor, the grub is not fit 
to eat and at night we get noth- 
ing. Bugs keep us awake all 
night.” 

The league had the jail thspect- 
ed and they found it to be one 


of the worst in the state. It was 
dirty and so were the prisoners; 
its officials were indifferent or 
corrupt. A list of 36 strongly- 
worded recommendations was 
made public to the local citizens. 
Aroused, they carried out the nec- 
essary reforms. And for the young 
prisoner, it was an answer to the 
closing plea of his letter: Won't 
somebody please do something?”

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DOES THE COSTLY 


STEEL STRIKE CONTINUE? 


The costly and unnecessary steel strike is now in its fourth week. The 
country at large is beginning to feel its disastrous effects. Employees and 
employers have already suffered serious financial losses. The situation will 


grow worse if the strike continues. 


This strike was ordered by Philip Murray, President of the United Steel- 
workers of America (CIO). He and his Union must accept full responsibility 
for the strike and its damaging consequences. United States Steel did not 
want a strike and tried hard to prevent it. 


More than three weeks have elapsed, and no proposal of any kind has been 
made to us by the Union for a settlement of the strike. On the contrary, the 
Union stubbornly adheres to its original ultimatum that we must agree in ad- 
vance to pay the entire cost of insurance and pensions for our employees. 
That is the only issue. Unconditional surrender by us to this ultimatum is 
the price which the Union demands to call off its strike. 


insurance and pensions, United States Steel offered to pay up to 10c an hour 
per employee (more than $50,000,000 a year) toward the cost of insurance and 
pension benefits, the employees to make some additional contribution. This 
10c was the amount which the Presidential Fact-Finding Board recom- 
mended we should pay. Our offer was flatly refused by the Union. It insists 
that we must pay the entire cost of such insurance and pensions. 


The insurance program: proposed by United States Steel would provide 
greater welfare benefits for our employees at less cost than our average em- 
ployee is today paying under existing insurance and welfare plans. There- 


fore, our proposed insurance program will not reduce his take-home pay. 


We have had long experience with an employee-pay-nothing (non-contribu- 
tory) pension plan. We found it necessary to adopt a contributory pension 
plan ten years ago. More than 60,000 of our employees today participate in this 


In an endeavor to riegotiate with the Union a sound and fair program of 


contributory plan. 


Contributory Social Security / 


Has These Advantages: 


1. Larger Insurance benefits and pensions are provided 


When the employee and the company contrib- 
ute, the larger contributions permit better social 
security benefits. ) 


2. A contributory plan is safer 


Company pay-all plans are uncertain. There may 
some day be no money or no company. Employees 
suffer, if the plan fails. 


Furthermore, the contributing employee has a 
direct interest in the success of the plan. He will 
then strive to keep the plan financially sound and 
within proper bounds. 


3. Contributory plans provide savings for employees 


The employees’ contributions go into a fund, 
along with the company’s contribution. In effect, 
it is a savings account for the employee’s own 
welfare. Under the usual contributory pension 
plan, if the employee dies before retirement, his 
family gets his pension contributions with inter- 
est. If he quits, he gets them back, with interest. 


Under a contributory plan, an employee always 
has something saved up for his protection. Putting 
aside savings is not a wage reduction. 


4. Today's work provides tomorrow's welfare benefits 


Under. a contributory plan both the company 
and the employee lay aside something for the 
employee’s future welfare and security. It is not 
the American way to ask for hand-outs or some- 


thing for nothing. 
5. A contributory plan is a voluntary plan 


A contributory plan ordinarily gives the em- 
ployee a choice. He can take it, or leave it. The 
inducement to join the contributory plan is two- 
fold. The employee is paying some of his own 
money for his protection and for his old age, and, 
if he is willing to do that, the company will more 
than match all he puts up in order to give him 
greater benefits.

Charter Commission 
‘Meets to Consider Lat- 
est Proposals Ad- 
vanced by Public, 


The St. Louis County Charter 
Commission, which hopes to have 


its first draft of a charter com- 
between Nou. 15 and Dec. 1, 


pleted 
met this afternoon to consider the 
latest proposals for the charter 
advanced last night at a public 
hearing. 

After the first draft is written, 
Alfred H. Kerth, chairman of the 
commission, said, additional public 
hearings probably will be held. 

Arguments were heard last night | 
in favor of a strong merit system 
for county employes, a county- 
manager type of government and 
separation of executive from judi- 
At present the 
county is governed by . county 
court, which is primarily execu- 
tive but also has some judicial 
functions. There is no merit sys- 
tem now. 

Speaks for Merit System. 

Joseph A. McClain, chairman of 

the St. Louis City Plan Commis- 


Clayton, reported that 
more than 20 states have adopted 
general principles of the merit 
system. 

He asserted there was “no con- 
flict” between a merit system and 
the two-party system, pointing out 
that New York state has had the 
merit system since 1883 and the 
two-party system all the time. 

A merit system, he continued, 
“is more democratic than political 
patronage,” adding that it was 
“not based on whom you know but 
what you know.” said one 
criticism often voiced about the 
‘merit system is that once an em- 
ploye is in a job, he can’t be 
removed. McClain said he favored 
a merit system “with a back door 
as well as a front door.” Tests 
should be the basis of determin- 
ing who stays in a job, he asserted. 

The whole tide is in the direc- 
tion of the merit system and this 
is certainly true + the larger 
citier,” McClain said. 

Limi Basis at First. 

He suggested it might be “more 
practical“ to iutroduce the merit 
system on a limited basis at first, 
applying ic only to certain county 
offices. But he insisted the sys- 
tem should be applied fully, where 
used, “Rather than have half a 
merit system,” he said, “don’t 
have it at all.” He said the merit 
Plan should be written into the 
charter, 

Miles Elliott, vice chairman of 
the Buchanan County Cherter Com- 
mission (St. Joseph), reported his 
group has drafted a charter which 
will de voted on Nov. 8 The 
charter calls for a board of six

only can understand but will applaud from the 
bottom of his heart. 
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THERE ARE LARGE SECTIONS of the world 
where this enlightened viewpoint still has never 
penetrated, where travel is more difficult than it 
has ever been. But it is encouraging to report 
that there are other and spreading portions of 
the globe where the Bevin program not only ex- 
ists, but works. 

Most of Europe to the west of the chilling re- 
straint exercised by the Soviets is more open to 
the American traveler today than it has ever 
been. 

The exceptions are Franco’s police state in 
Spain, the cloaked dictatorship of Portugal, and 
the areas of western Germany and Austria and 
the tiny free territory of Trieste where military 
occupation or protection impose special restric- 
tions. 

Even in these there are signs of progressive 
relaxing of the controls.

THIS DOESN’T MEAN to suggest that there 
are no rules at all. But if you don’t carry more 
than a reasonable amount of tobacco or drink, 
don’t get too haughty with the border guards, 
and don’t try to make a killing on the currency 
black market you won't have very much trouble. 

We are on the last lap of a vacation trip which 
has taken us from Germany through Switzerland, 
large parts of Italy, Trieste and Austria. 

Earlier in the summer we had occasion to 
travel to Scandinavia and to Great Britain. 
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WE HAVE CROSSED borders with unbeliev- 
able ease and speed. We have never had to un- 
pack our tiny car with its haphazard load of 

rods, typewriters and nondescript parcels. 
We have never so much as opened a suitcase, 
except going from Guernsey where cigarettes are 
ridiculously cheap to London where they are 
anything but. Even there we were allowed 500 
each. 

Coming from Luxembourg to Germany we were 
delayed while workmen blew a section of a war- 
damaged bridge on which they were working. 
Even then, the crossing by an adjoining, tempo- 
rary structure consumed barely 10 minutes. 

Once when we thought an Italian policeman 
was showing more than usual attention to the 
luggage, it developed that he was trying to warn 
us against its possible theft. It was a candid 
and courteous thing to do. 5 
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THE CAR ITSELF and its appliances, of 
which it has none but a spare tire, have been 
more carefully registered. Some places require 
special assurance that it won't be sold or altered. 
But an international bond can be obtained vasily 
and at small cost. In general; if ou leave no 
wealthier than you arrived there is no problem. 

Nor is the American dollar responsible exclu- 
sively for these pleasant developments. The 
British progressed more rapidly than the Ameri- 
cans in the reciprocal lifting of restrictions, and 
even in their present straightened circumstances 
they move as readily as any money-laden North 
American tourist. | 

Whatever may be its origin, the atmosphere is 
one of sheer delight to one whose memory 
stretches back to times which were vastly differ- 
ent, or includes more recent bewildering harass- 
ments in eastern Europe.

We have to work out, prac- 
tically, ways of achieving our 
ends. 

In the United States proposal it 
was planned that the ownership 
of the materials from which atom 
bombs are made should be in the 
hands of the United Nations and 
not in the hands of any individual 
nation. The Soviets insist that this 
is an invasion of the rights of 
sovereign states. ‘ 


BUT, unless we give up some 
of these sovereign rights, there 
will be no security for any nation. 
In addition, the disarming and 
turning over of such power as lies 
in the hands of the individual 
nations today must be done by 
gradual stages. It is practically 
impossible to do it at one fell 
swoop. 

It is time that we stopped being 
80 ——— that we got over 
appr g this subject with fear.

HREE nights shall be filled 


with music this weekend when 

500 barbershop harmonizers 
convene at Hotel Jefferson for 
some real close harmony. From 
private suites, from little groups 
in corridors, from the Gold Room, 
the familiar “bum-bum-bum-bum” 
will ring out along with resound- 
ing choruses of “Jungle Town” 
and “When You Wore a Tulip (a 
Big Yellow Tulip) and I Wore a 
Big Red Rose.” Some of the other 
old standbys may undergo a little 
revision, however.

French as She Is Spoke. 


WOMAN syndicated column- 
os | ist who writes teen-age chat- 
ter, devoted a long column 
recently to a pamphlet she had 
found on how to order a meal in 
perfect French—and such French! 
The pamphlet, she explained, 
was prepared by a woman execu- 
tive of a well-known modeling 
agency. The purpose of the pamph- 
let is to heip the models “order 
their meals in perfect French 
and draw admiring glances from 
nearby diners.” 

The purpose is laudable; but 
the French is fantastic in the ex- 
treme. 

For example, the pamphlet lists 
minestrone as a French dish! 
Minestrone, of course, is Italian; 
it’s a soup containing vegetables 
and herbs in a meat or chicken 
broth. The Italians pronounce it: 
MEE-ness-TROEnay. The English 
pronunciation is: MIN-uh-STROE- 
nee. 

Error No. two is in giving the 
French pronunciation of petits 
fours (little teacakes) as “pe-tee 
foo’s.” In a French restaurant 
that pronunciation would get you 
nothing but a very puzzled look. 
The correct French is: puh-TEE 
FOOR (foor rhymes with moor; 
both “s’s” are silent). The Ameri- 
can — — is: PET-ee 
fores (fores to rhyme with cores). 

Error No. 3 is pronouncing crepe 
suzette as “kre-su-zet.” In French 
crepe suzette is: krep s(u)-ZET. 
(The s(u) is sounded by pursing 
the lips as if to say “soo,” but, 
without unpursing the lips, say- 
ing “see.”) The American pronun- 
ciation is: krayp s0o0-ZET. 

Error No. 4 is pronouncing pate 
(as in pate de foie gras) as: 
“pay-tay.” The correct French is: 
pah-TAY.

something you how! on a street 
corner at midnight or yodel in the 
shower,” she says, “Actually it’s 
highly technical. Also it’s really 
a part of folk music of which 
America has very little. Close 
four-part harmony singing, bar- 
bershop harmonizing on the songs 
of the Gay Nineties is as close to 
pure Americana as anything we 
have.” 

The technical side of barbershop 
singing receives recognition dur- 
ing the annual competition to se- 
lect the best women’s barbershop 
quartet, a highlight of the conven- 
tion which occurs on Saturday 
night. Foursomes with such 
names as the Floradora Girls from 
Tulsa, the Harmony Honeys of 
Kansas City, the Gary (Ind.) 
Steelnotes, the Houston Blue Bon- 
nets, the Dixie Belles of St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. (who drove to St. 
Louis in a jalopy covered with ad- 
vertising signs to finance their 
trip) and St. Louis’s own Tune 
Toppers will compete in song, 
while solemn judges grade various 
phases of their performance, 

Points are given for such things 
as tone accuracy, blend of voices, 
tone quality, balance, attacks and 
releases—that means starting off 
and ending up together—enuncia- 
tion, expression, shading, tempo, 
rhythm, fidelity to barbershop 
style, stage personality and show- 
manship. The cutest quartet with 
the snappiest costumes doesn’t al- 
ways win nor does the popular 
choice. 

Then the real skill is in Slides 
and Swipes,’” President Seevers 
explained. “That means, seeing 
how many chords can be produced 
On one note. In real barbershop 
singing, too, the harmony should 
be so close ‘that you can’t distin- 
guish one voice from another; 
they ring out in a single tone like 
a bell.” 

In their efforts to avoid resem- 
bling an auxiliary, the Adelines 
have varied the male barbershop 
terms. The men call the return 
of the quartets for relaxed singing 
after the judging, the “Afterglow”; 
the women call it the “Razzle- 
dazzle.” Men refer to going off 
in informal groups and harmoniz- 
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ing as “wood shedding”; the femi- 
nine term is “powder puffing. “ 

Although barbershop is custom- 
arily associated with conviviality, 
there will be only one discreet 
cocktail party at the convention, 
with perhaps a little “extra-curric- 
ular partaking of refreshments.” 
The convention will be unconven- 
tional, too, in that there will be 
no chicken, peas, banquet, or 
speeches, There are no committee 
chairmen; those in charge of ar- 
rangements are known, instead, 
as chatelaines, expediters, and 
cuisine queens.

FTER the convention, as aft- 

er all public appearances of 

Sweet Adelines, there is ex- 
pected to be an increase in mom- 
bership. The Sweet Adelines nave, 
as yet, made no drives for new 
members. People hear about them 
and come to them. The: only 
qualification is a love of harmo- 
nizing. So far, voice trials have 
not been used. The organization 
cheerfully takes in “crows” (those 
who love singing but can’t sing), 
referring to them more politcly 
as “monotones. One of the s.b- 
jects for discussion at convention 
meetings is how monotones may 
best be absorbed, in the ‘ead or 
harmonizing positions. 

Women who earn more than 
half their income singing profes- 
sionally are barred from the 
group. It’s possible that one quar- 
tet at least may relinquish its 
amateur standing, however, as 
the talent scouts who discovered 
the Chordettes, women’s quartet 
on the Arthur Godfrey program, 
will be here, looking for another 
foursome to promote, 

The doctrines of harmony pre- 
vail in the Sweet Adelines in all 
things, and while a member may 
be a cute young crow or a mater- 
nal looking monotone, she may 
not be temperamental. 

“It seems there are some women 
who just can’t blend and merge,” 
President Seevers expressed it 
tactfully. “They’re the prima 
donnas. And prima donnas we 
don’t want.”

West slapped down the club ace 
with a distinct flourish—but his 
elation was extremely brief! 
Dummy ruffed, and declarer then 
spread the hand. 

It is interesting to observe that 
North-South gained this colossal 
score without exchanging enough 
information for either partner to 
be sure that his side had all the 
tricks at a diamond contract. 
North could assume with relative 
safety that South was void of 
spades, but he could not know 
that the diamond suit itself, or 
the heart suit, was solid; and 
South, for his part, could not pos- 
sibly know that North was ready 
to control both hearts and clubs 
and also supply the heart king. 

North-South could have con- 
veyed a large part, if not all, of 
the mentioned information via a 
series of cue bids showing first- 
round controls—but the point is 
that if they had done s0, 
the opponents—specifically East! 
—would never have permitted 
them to play for a vulnerable 
grand slam! 

South’s bidding, right from the 
start, was designed to keep the 
non-vulnerable enemy from sav- 
ing! Witness South’s meek and 
innocent overcall of two diamonds 
on his powerful two-suiter! He 
was sure that the bidding would 
not abruptly die—and how right 
he was! Witness also North’s 
underbid of only four diamonds! 
Obviously, North too had “caught 
on.“. Witness South’s apparent 
willingness to stop at five dia- 
monds—another case of being 
sure that the opponents would go 
on defending. And as for South’s 
final seven-bid—that, as he said 
later, was simply an investment 
that risked some hundreds of 
points for the possibie gain of

All the tools and 
equipment are supplied for the 
study of more than 50 trades and 
skills. For young mep there are 
such courses as agricultural train- 
ing, carpentry, mechanics, radio, 
electrical and dental technician 
training. Girls are taught such 
skills as dressmaking, beauty cul- 
ture and secretarial work.

THE SCHOOLS are supported 
by contributions of each country’s 
O. R. T., the parent group, the 
World O.R.T. Union, alloting 
funds to the various groups. If 
too much equipment is sent one 
school it is re-allocated to another 
by the World Union.
